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With respect to reference AA, the Examiner's attention is directed to bases 31398- 
35838 of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 (orf2), to SEQ ID NO: 14, to column 12, lines 33-49, and to 
Example 18. Applicants 1 nucleic acid, tcdB, is distinctly different from orf2 of the reference 
(89.9% identical), and applicants 1 protein, TcdB, is distinctly different from the protein 
encoded by orf2 (SEQ ID NO: 14 of AA)(92.9% identical). 
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With respect to item CA, on information and belief, the presentation, of which the 
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xptBl and xptCl are needed for full activity of xptAl. Reference CB is not itself prior art. 
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(44.7% identical). 
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
